Lt. JoJia-J^Carlyon, one of 
thre ^j5ak lan d^lireme tuburned 
whiletlgffllFlg a brush fire at 
Mills College Aug. 31, died at 
4 a.m. today. 

He was in the St. Francis 
Memorial Hospital Burn Cen¬ 
ter in San Francisco, where 
the other two men remain in 
critical condition. 

They are Terry Silveria, 26, 
of San Leandro, and Floyd 
DeMarco, 45, of Oakland, both 
hosemen. 

Carlyon, 36, of 8 Lost Valley 
Drive, Orinda, and his fellow 
firefighters were connecting 
hoses when the flames sud¬ 
denly raced up a hill, engulf¬ 
ing them. 

The three, all with Engine 
Co. 31 on High Street, suffered 
burns over 50 to 60 per cent of 
their bodies. 

Carlyon joined the depart¬ 
ment in March, 1960, and 
achieved the rank of lieuten¬ 
ant in May, 1964. 

He is survived by his wid¬ 
ow, Paula, and a son, John, 
IVz.

The second of threej )akland > 
firemen cr itically burned by a 
brush fire at Mills College 
Aug. 31 has died in St. Fran¬ 
cis Memorial Hospital Burn 
Center in San Francisco. 

Floyd J. DeMarco, 45, died 
at 3 p.m. yesterday. On 
Wednesday, Lt. John T. Carl- 
yon, 36, died of burns from 
the same fire. Terry Silveria, 
26, is still in critical condition. 

DeMarco had been an Oak¬ 
land fireman since Aug. 24, 
1945, and was a member of 
Engine Company 31 on High 
Street. His home was at 739 
Jean St., Oakland. 

He is survived by his wid¬ 
ow, Mary Rose.

All suffered 
burns over 50 to 60 per cent of 
their bodies. 

Lt. Carlyon died Sept. 18 
and DeMarco the following 
day at St. Francis, the area’s 
center for the treatment of 
burns.
